SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The DVD entitled Nurse Betty is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

Nurse Betty contains a feature of the same name, along with a number of additional 
components, which are accessed through menu screens. The feature has previously 
been classified by the Office of Film & Literature Classification as a 35mm film. This 
film (publication reference number 100106) was classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
16 years, with the descriptive note ’Contains violence and offensive language.' This 
classification decision was registered on 27 February 2001. The version of the feature 
on the DVD has been verified as being substantially the same as this film. 
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The film version of Nurse Betty received a restricted classification by virtue of its 
treatment of matters of violence, including the infliction of serious physical harm and 
significant cruelty. Matters of sex were considered to be a minor element, and had 
little effect on the classification of the film. The additional components on the DVD 
increase the overall level of sexual content within the publication, in the form of more 
explicit sexual references than those in the feature. 

The extent and degree to which the publication deals with the infliction of serious 
physical harm and significant cruelty are also magnified by the extra material, 
particularly the deleted scenes. Within the DVD version of Nurse Betty, the manner in 
which both matters of sex and matters of violence are treated is likely to be injurious to 
the public good unless its availability is restricted to an audience of older teenagers 
and adults. The additional material does not warrant a more restrictive classification, 
but the higher level of sexual references requires an altered descriptive note. 
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
